Tho true policy is riot as the committee say, 
to put this question before the people.

protested against this matter in the nnmo of 
100,000 women who do not wish it, who do 
not wish to mingle in the muddy waters of 
politics. He spoke of the judgments of God 
that man should earn his bread by the sweat 
of bis brow, and that woman should be sub- 
jected to man. Thus aay tho Scriptures ; 
hut It seems to mo that these women poti- 
tionera appeal from the judgment of tho 
Most High Jehovah to this General Assem- 
bly; Tho speaker reviewed tho manner of 
the women of the olden time as depicted in 
tho Bible, when they were meek and simple, 
devoted to kindly household ways, and 
devout in tho worship of God.

shall within two months after the time oi

lender on bath 'to the Supreme Court, an 
inventory of all the effects, estates anc 
credits conveyed by said deed, and n sched- 
ule of. the liabilities and creditors of said 
debtor so firds the same can be ascertained, 


j^ffld file said inventory and schedule, to- 


gether with a copy of such deed iu the office 
of the Clerk of said Court, in the county 
irhere said debtor resides, or has bis princi- 
pal place of business. 


.SEC. 2. The Supreme Court in term time, 


and either of the justices thereof in vaca- 
-tiou, may, upon the petition of any creditor 
Interested in such deed of assignment, upon 
due notice by summary order, require the 
asiignee or assignees named iu such deed to 
give bond, with sufficient surety or sureties 
to the satisfaction of Said court or justice, 
for the faithful performance of the trusts oi 
mid deed. .
